Report on the Chicago Violence 


"How'd they get my number?" 


If ever there was a public document 


doomed to oblivion, it probably is the study 
of die violence in Chicago during the 
Democratic national convention prepared 
for the special presidential commission on 
publjc disorders. 


There have been few topics on which 


there was such instant polarization of 
public opinion as on the Chicago disorders 
last August. Perhaps this resulted from the 
immediate attachment to one side of the 
dispute, either the side of law or the side of 
youthful protest against the establishment 
and the war in Vietnam. Many persons said 
they had seen it all on television, overlook- 
ing the fact that television could show only 
what was happening in one small place at 
one time. For Us part, television should 
have reminded its viewers of this fact 
instead of proclaiming it was doing its duty 
by showing only those scenes which 
recorded violence, truthful as the pictures 
were. 


But while the study report must battle 


the fact that there are these premature 
conclusions on the part of the public, it is 
an important document for many reasons. 
The chief one of these is that this will not 
be the last time there is such a confronta- 
tion nor the last time that police will be 
faced with a strategy intended to produce 
disorders on the part of the police to be 
paraded as a flaw in the American system. 
For this reason alone, the report should be 
studied closely by officers of local law 
enforcement agencies. 


"Although the crowds were finally 


dispelled on the nights of violence in 
Chicago, the problems they represent have 
not been. Surely, this is not the last time 


that a violent dissenting group will clash 
head-on with those whose duty it is to 
enforce the law. And the next time, the 
whole world will still be watching," is the 
way the report phrased it. 


This is the most important lesson to be 


learned for the future from the Chicago 
violence. For the fact is that the pictures of 
police clubbing demonstrators, newsmen, 
or just those who were more curious than 
intelligent, were exactly what the leaders 
of the Chicago demonstrations had in mind. 
This was the "proof" they sought of their 
charges of police brutality and of a 
breakdown in the American system of law 
to protect the innocent. 


The report again details the taunting of 


the police. Obscenities were chanted for 
hours in the streets, names were called, and 
objects were thrown. The question of how 
much a police officer can take is difficult 
to answer. Yet, Chicago had done little to 
recognize this problem. 


Police were required to stand too many 


hours in direct confrontation without 
relief, and they were assigned to defend an 
inflexible policy which did riot even try to 
match wits with the demonstrators or to 
separate those who were interested in 
orderly protest from those who wanted 
violence. 


The presidential commission may never 


produce a national consensus as to what 
happened in Chicago. But if it makes clear 
the strategy of confrontation faced by the 
police and the better recruitment, better 
pay and social standing for police, and the 
modernization of police forces which are 
required as a consequence, it will have 
done an even more important task. 


Safety in the Coal Mines 


The tragedy in West Virginia, in which 


78 miners have now been sealed into a mine 
because there is no chance that any of them 
are still alive, has brought up the delicate 
question of safety in the coal mines. 


In 1952 the Coal Mine Safety Act was 


passed by Congress. But as he signed it into 
law, President Harry Truman said that the 
legislation "falls far short of the recom- 
mendations I submitted to Congress to 
meet the urgent problems in this field." 
Since the bill became law, 5,500 miners 
have been killed and 250,000 seriously 
injured. Since 1907, 87,850 men have died 
in coal mines. 


Naturally enough there are efforts to 


pass the buck for responsibility in the 
disasters. The coal mine industry argues 
that it is caught in a tight competitive 
squeeze with other fuel industries and that 
it cannot afford modern equipment and 
machinery. A loophole in the 1952 Act 
provides for the use of nonapproved 
equipment if it were purchased before 
1952. The Act also does not give authority 
to mine inspectors to order miners out 
when safety precautions against cave-ins 
and rock falls at the working face of the 
mine are not up to par. But in 1967 88 per 
cent of such falls occurred within 100 feet 
of the working face and half the deaths 
were caused by such falls. 


There is also criticism of the United 


Mine Workers who mention such things as 
dust control in their negotiations but their 
contract! generally emphasize wage in- 


; and fringe benefits. Tacitly at toast 


the union seems to be saying that the 
increased salaries are worth the risks. The 
Bureau of Mines has also come under 
attack because it apparently does not have 
enough inspectors to inspect the big mines 
more than twice a year, while those worked 
sporadically may miss inspection complete- 
ly. There have also been charges, denied by 
officials of the Bureau of Mines, that 
inspectors give advance notices of their 
arrivals so that temporary safety measures 
are set up. 


Next to cave-ins, the most dangerous 


aspect of mining is the sudden release of 
explosive methane gas during mining 
operations. A spark from a drill can act off 
an explosion and a new high speed drill is 
controversial because it works so fast it 
may set off a spark after the release of 
methane gas and before the machines can 
be automatically shut off when the gas is 
detected by sensitive devices. The new 
machinery also has increased the amount of 
small coal dust particles in the air and a 
greater threat to the health of the miners. 
...... Almost three months ago President 
Johnson told Congress that coal mining 
safety laws were inadequate, that more 
than 80 per cent of the nation's mines were 
operating with at least one violation of even 
those inadequate safety lawa and that coal 
mining "remains the most dangerous and 
hazardous" of the 4« major types of 
industry in the country. This is a pretty 
strong indictment. The deaths of the 78 
men in West Virginia underscore the 
President's chargea.

Out in central Asia, where 
ethnic Chinese are outnumber- 
ed by v a r i o u s indigenous 
tribes, and the border with the 
U.S.S.R. is unfenced, the Rus- 
sians have been accused of 
subverting the natives and 
organizing what amount to 
"wars of liberation." 


Peking has undoubtedly ex- 


aggerated Soviet actions, but 
— as an old Yiddish proverb 
puts it - "A thief has a hot 
hat." The Chinese, in other 
words, are accusing the Rus- 
sians of precisely what they 
would be doing if they had the 
power. Anyone who doubts this 
should recall the invasion of 
Tibet and later of India. Thus 
we have an interesting situ- 
ation in which fundamentally 
neither side is paranoic. Para* 
noia is the illusion of persecu- 
tion. Peking and Moscow, 
however, read each other with 
complete accuracy and they 
are both right. The Chinese 
would "liberate" the Mongoli- 
an People's Republic in ten 
minutes if they thought they 
could get away with it. The 
Soviets know this and (accord- 
ing to Peking) have massed 
troops in the area. Peking sees 
the troops as an omen of an 
impending invasion. 


As long as Moscow's excom- 


munication was abstract, the 
pressure was lightened. But 
then came Czechoslovakia and 
the Brezhnev Doctrine (which 
asserts the right of the 
U.S.S.R. to maintain the purity 
of other Communist states by 
force if necessary) and the 
Red Chinese hit the panic 
button. Some commentators 
thought it pecular that the 
CHicoms should so bitterly 
condemn the suppression of 
"liberalism" in Ctechbal*. 
vakia. After all, aren't they i 
the arch-enemies of liberalism?' 
This missed the point. Of 
course, the Chicoms would 
shoot pubcek, but their over- 
powering concern was at the 
structural level — they want- 
ed no precedent for Soviet 
"purification" of another 
Communist state. (Hungary 
could be distinguished because 
in 1966 it was still occupied by 
Soviet troops.)

sees it, the Soviets, having 
consolidated their southern 
flank in Europe, are out to 
make a deal with the United 
States, even if this involves 
selling out Hanoi.
